new regulations to govern future oper- 
ations of the active service law made 
public today by Provost Marshal Gen- 
eral Crowd er. 


"While deferred classification under 
the new plan, which replaces all dis- 
charge or exemption certificates, may 
be revoked when granted for any other 
cause, there is no way in which men 
with dependents can be called up for 
service out of their turn. 
Added pro- 
tection for dependents is secured by the 
requirement in cases where the regis- 
trant seeks to waive his deferred clas-* 
sification status that waivers also must 
be obtained from those dependent upon 
him before he can be taken into the 
military 
service. 


Closes Ranks to Many. 


The effect of the regulations is to 
close the ranks of the army, na\-y or 
marine corps absohitely to men 
be- 
tween 21 and 31 yeai's of age where 
they have dependents upon them who 
would suffer if they went to the front. 
I..ocal boards ace constituted judges of 
all such cases. 
For the first time also 
a way is provided in which men phys- 
ically unfitted for front line duty in 
the a r m y and yet able to do some part 
of the work of a soldier may be called 
for limited military ¡service behind the 
lines. 
Partial 
physical 
exemptions 
may be granted by local boards to cro- 
ate this new classification. 


Where 
registrants are away 
from 
home di.stricts or 
in 
other 
circum- 
stances application to the local board 
for il questionaire is all that is required. 


Changes in Regulations. 


Among the most noteworthy changes 
in the regulations are the following: 


Local boards are granted 
virtually 
judiciary poweis to summon witnesses 
and obtain information.

will see that any witness responds.

ence between the boards, state officials 
and

Defeated in battle by the Bolsheviki 
and deserted by most of his own offi- 
cers and men. Premier Kerensky is in 
flight and his whereabouts is unknown 
in Petrograd. 
The head of 
Russia's 
provisional government was about to 
surrender 
to 
the Maximalists 
under 
coercion when he disappeared. 


In Moscow, the tide apparently has 
turned and the Bolshevikis arc in con- 
trol of the 
ancient 
Ru.ssian capital, 
with the forces of the provisional gov- 
ernment besieged in the Kremlin. One 
report says heavy artillery is being useil 
against the historic walls. 
Another de- 
clared a truce between government and 
Bolsheviki troops has been arranged. 
Between 2,000 and 5,000 persons have 
been killed in Moscow since the out- 
break of the revolt. 
Gen. Kaledines, 
leader of the Cossacks, is reported ap- 
proaching the city with relief for the 
Kerensky forces. 
A third armed force, 
supposed to be composed of released 
convicts, is said to be fighting both Bol- 
sheviki and government troops. 


Prior to his sudden 
flight 
Premier 
Kerensky had seen his force, mostly 
Cossacks, defeated by the 
Bolsheviki 
near Tsarskoe-Selo, now in the hands 
of the revolutionists. 
The Bolsheviki 
troops were commanded by members 
of the ol daristocracy and former a r m y 
officers. 
A traveler returned from the 
Caucasus reports 
that

tions in most provinces are not abnor- 
mal, there is no sympathy with Pre- 
mier Kerensky.

There woiild i>e iimch les.s complaint of the 
coal situation, we beiicve, if consumers would 
reflect soniewhat np(.)i! the prodigiovis diffi- 
culties witli wiiich tiie i'uel administration has 
had to deal. Almost a1 tiie outset of tiie fuel 
admiiiistratioi!'s work the industrial situation 
in the mines of .seve)-al exiensivc regions be- 
came acute. 
Slrik(\s were lavniehed and for 
many days tiie affected reg'Ioiis pi'oduced no 
coal. 
Many op-erators -wei-e not disposed to 
acquiesce in tb.e uovornment regulations and 
no great haste was -e.iade in some instances to 
get an understaudin^i' uitli the v.-orkers in tiie 
2iiines. 


It also should l)e considered that tlie coal 
situation has been one of the pJiases of tlie 
gTCii'^st'j^reakdo'wn of raihvay ti-ansportation 
this country has ever known. That condition 
lias been persistent for a year and a half. It 
"was constant ali through the fall ajid v.-inter 
of a year ago. Jt h.as been aggravated during 
the past half year by the unprecedented de- 
mauds of the governhMent to meet its needs in 
the war. 
Some iir.pi-ovemenl has l)een lately 
the fact and there is no reason to question 
that the raihvay management of the coiuitiy, 
under the direction of the railway v/ar board, 
has been doing everything possible to bring 
something like order and effectiveness out of 
a situation thai was almost cliaotic. The draft, 
on the railroads will continue witii increasing 
strain through the winter, but there arc now 
in evidence encouraging i'(>asojis to believe 
that transportation will be so capably directed 
as to ward' oti actual distress from the fuel 
situation. 


The federal go^•ernment has no greater 
corollary proldem of the war to deal with than 
the question of fuel. 
It relates not only to 
domestic and indnsti-ial coii.sump1io]i of coal 
in the United' States, but to the work of the 
navy in the wai- and to the continued military 
efficiency of tvoo of our allies—France and 
Italy. 
To pxpeet that all 
phases of 
this 
gigant|p prol)Iem can be given immediate and 
happy solution at the outset of the goverji- 
ment undertaking to control fuel is to expect 
the impossible. 
In time there will be control 
that is thorough and administration that is 
smoother. 


Consumers of coal, no matter whether do- 
mestic or industrial, must understand their 
own importance as factors in the coal situa- 
tion. 
There must be such a conservation of 
fuel as this country has never 
attempted. 
"Waste and extravagance must cease. 
Over- 
heated homes and office buildings 
can no 
longer be the rule. -Careful and scientific 
stoking must take the i)Iace of over-feeding to 
produce steam for industry. 
Use of fuel to 
produce electric current for garish display 
must come to an end. 
All these economies 
and conservations cannot be made tlie ef- 
fcictual practice at once. In a short time, it 
4s. to be thought, they will become 
the 
daily common practicc. 
They -will have to 
be or the country will suffer in the \var. 


America is entering upon a new experience. 
Carelessness, waste, extravagance in the ime 
pi our resources have been our practices for 
a century and more. 
We have always had 
over-abundance of fuel and of food." We now 
have come upon a time in the midst of the 
nation's most perilous crisis when we can pro- 
duce enough of neither to answer our needs 
except by conserving v/hat we are able to get. 
There must be patience with this,fuel prob- 
lem. It will be solved at length in a faahioti 


Only actual trial on the job will demon- 
strate what sort of public servant any man 
will make. So there is no saying how Mayor- 
elect Cutshall's appointees, just announced, 
may turn out. 
Some very promising men 
make rather indifferent executive officers of a 
government. 


It is to be said, however, in all sincerity for 
the gentlemen the mayor-elect has designated 
for his boards that they vouchsafe an excel- 
lent prospect of a capable and satisfactory ad- 
ministratiou.

There is a faint gleam of hope to be seen 
even in the fact of a limited civil Avar in Rus- 
sia. Ho far the clash is between military and 
naval factions variously divided, one element 
fighting for the Bolsheviki and the other for 
the provisional government. 
Kerensky ap- 
l>ears to have been beaten in a rather de- 
cisive fashion near Petrograd and if his over- 
throw has not been accomplished the early 
consummation of it is indicated. In the greater 
part of vast Russia there is said to be no dis- 
turbance, a very natural incident of the situa- 
tion. Russia in the mass seems to be waiting 
with a characteristic patience for something 
to come out of the bloody rivalries of the ex- 
tremists to-which they can tie.

Economic Conditions Are 
Serious and Mutinies in 
Navy and Army. 


Berne, Oct. 22.— (Correspondence.) 
There has just arrived here f r o m Ger- 
many a naturalized 
American, 
who 
has lived in Germany throughout the 
war, worked in German seaport cities, 
passing for or being considered a Ger- 
man subject, mingling not only with 
the common people, but having occa- 
sional access to the councils of 
the 
high. 


In his opinion Germany is suffering 
acutely now and 
dissatisfaction 
and 
worse reign in certain strata of b e r 
a r m y 
and 
navy. 
Recent 
mutinous 
uprisings have had to be sternly re- 
pressed 
and 
the 
mutineers 
shot. 
Thoughtful Germany, he thinks, com- 
prising men of the Ballin type, is des- 
perately anxious for peace and secret- 
ly anxious 
to 
end 
the 
war 
before 
America has been utterly alienated. 


This m a n left Germany early in Oc- 
tober, because he had reason to fear 
that he was going to be Impressed for 
military service. 
The German govern- 
ment had refused to 
recognize 
the 
validity of his American 
naturaliza- 
tion since he failed to comply 
with 
the law existing in 1913, and did not 
seek the consent of the German gov- 
ernment to his step. 
To get out he 
had to induce the Spanish embassy to 
bring pressure to bear on the German 
government. 
On 
reaching 
Switzer- 
land one of his first steps was to seek 
The Associated 
Press 
correspondent, 
to whom he first proved satisfactorily 
his American citizenship, then volun- 
teered such information as he possess- 
ed about Germany as the duty of a 
patriotic American citizen. 
Strangely 
enough, at the very m o m e n t he was 
telling his story with 
details 
about 
mutinies in 
the 
German 
navy, 
the 
German minister of marine. Admiral 
von Capelle, was announcing the naval 
mutinies to the reichstag. 


Economic Situation Bad. 


"The 
economic 
situation 
in 
Ger- 
many," he says, "is far woi'se 
than 
anyone ,on the outside realizes, is so 
critical that I for one look for a break, 
a collapse, next spring or late in the 
winter. 
Nor are the good crops that 
one hears boasts about 
every 
once 
in so often going to change the situ- 
ation materially. 


"Throughout 
the 
German 
people 
there is what amounts to a hatred of 
America, and 
this hatred 
has 
been 
carefully concentrated 
on 
President 
Wilson because it is easier to hate a 
m a n than a notion, especially a nation 
that is the 
home 
of 
pretty 
nearly 
everyone's relative. 


"But the big men of Germany, the 
men who have to look ahead and guide 
the empire after the war, do not hate 
America. 
They feel too keenly 
that 
they need America, and they 
would 
like to stem the tide of hate before it 
becomes 
mutual 
and 
the 
United 
States are alienated, perhaps for all 
time. 


"They know 
that 
after 
the 
war 
there is only one country in the world 
where they can get the money they 
shall need, America, 
and 
they 
are 
worrying a-plenty nowaday.s. 
They, 
and all Germany, want increasingly a 
peace that shall specify, a m o n g other 
things, the right to purchase i-aw as 
well as finished materials 
anywhere 
in the world on the same terms as any 
other nation.

The men had. he said, dismount- 
ed guns and thrown them overboard, 
had assaulted officers and refused to 
obey orders, in the hope of crippling 
the German navy and bringing about 
a peace of desperation in that way. 
The 
mutinous

H. E. Barnard, federal food admin- 
istrator for Indiana, has served notice 
to the wholesale and retail grocery 
trade that all goods must hereafter 
be sold at a reasonable advance over 
the actual purchase price. 
Hoarding 
on the part of retailer and consumer 
also will not be permitted. 


Mr. Barnard's notice follows: 
"Notice to the wholesale and retail 
grocery trade: The rules and regula- 
tions governing the handling of food 
by Arms licensed under the Food Con- 
trol Act provide that all goods must be 
sold at a reasonable advance over the 
actual purchase price of the particu- 
lar goods sold within regard to the 
market or replacement value at the 
time of such sale. In interpreting this 
rule I shall hold ^that it applies to 
all foods commonly sold in groceries. 
The purpose of the rule is obviously to 
keep food stuffs out of the hands of 
speculators and to distribute them at 
a reasonable profit. 


"While retail dealers who do a bus- 
iness of les.s than a hundred thousand 
dollars a year are not licensed, whole- 
salers are prohibited 
from 
selling 
goods to retailers who do not sell their 
trade on the basis above 
indicated. 
Whenever retailers exact mofe than a 
fair profit over the purchase 
price 
of the goods they handle, wholesalers 
are instructed to sell them no more 
goods. 


"Ust of licensed goods is as follows: 
Wheat, wheat flour, rye or rye flour. 
"Barley or barley flour. 
"Oats, oatmeal or rolled oats. 
"Corn, corn grits, cornmeal, hom- 
iny, corn flour, starch from corn, corn 
oil, corn syrup or glucose. 


"Rice, rice flour. 
"Dried beans. 
"Pea seed OF-dried peas. 
"Cotton seed, cottonseed oil, cot- 
tonseed cake or cottonseed meal. 


"Peanut oil or peanut meal. 
"Soya bean oil, soya 
bean 
meal, 
palm oil or copra oil. 


"Oleomargarine, lard, lard substi- 
tutes, also oil or cooking fats. 


"Milk, butter or cheese. 
"Condensed, evaporated or powder 
ed milk. 


"Fresh, canned or cured beef, perl: 
or mutton. 


"Poultry or egga. 
"Fresh or frozen fish. 
"Canned: Peas, dried beans, toma- 
toes, corn salmon or sardines. 


"Dried: Prunes, apples, peaches or 
raisins. 


"Sugar syrups or molasses. 
"Hoarding not permitted by retailer 
and conaumar.

Bluebloods and Pale. 


The correspondent of The Associated 
Press visited the scene of the fighting 
today and was surprised to find, ajristo- 
[ cratic officers commanding the 
Bol- 
sheviki. 
One of them, who was a col- 
onel, explained that they were disap- 
pointed with Kerensky, who first de- 
stroyed discipline in the army, 
and 
were against him above all. 


A colonel of one of the Petrograd 
guard regiments is now 
commander 
of the Bolsheviki staff and directs the 
operations of his army from a house on 
a hilltop, two miles 
bej'ond 
Pulkova. 
Describing the fight he said: 


"The battle 
began 
Satui'day 
and 
continued until Monday night. 
Keren- 
sky had only 5,000 Cossacks, several 
hundred military cadets, a considera- 
ble quantity of light and heavy artil- 
lery and one armored train. Our forces 
included four of the famous Petrograd 
guard regiments, together with several 
battalions of sailors and a large num- 
ber of the Red Guard. 


Kerensky's Fatal Cliarge. 


"Our forces were under a continuous 
shell fire and many were 
wounded. 
Only a few were killed. 
At one time 
a squadron of Kerensky's Cossacks at- 
tempted a charge near Tsarskoe-Selo. 
They evidently were not familiar with 
the fact that officers of veteran regi- 
ments were with the Maxamilist forces 
and to their surprise they were met 
by organized resistance. 
A heavy vol- 
ley. which toppled 
many 
of 
their 
horses, cau.sed them heavy losses. This 
was the last activity of the Kerensky 
forces to attack. 
Afterward, they re- 
treated. 
We now hold T.sarskoe-Selo." 


One soldier who 
had 
been 
cap- 
tured by the Cossack's and had 
es- 
caped to his own lines told the cor- 
respondent that Kerensky's Cossacks 
had determined 
to surrender 
unless 
he was able to reinforce them 
with 
"60,000 troops." 
The premier, 
the 
soldier said, promised to get them. 


Tour of the Battlefield. 


The correspondent made a tour of 
thebattlefield In a Petrograd 
drosky 
whose driver calmly dir.%-ted his fat 
horse over the military road dodging 
huge lorries and 
Red Cross 
motors 
homeward 
bound 
with 
wounded. 
Members of the Red Guard 
coming 
from the battlefield walked along the 
roads singing. 
Some carried pretzels 
on their bayonets. 
Thes« mt% ob- 
tainabl« in 1ter«koe-SeIo but not in 
Petrograd where only black' bread is 
sold. 


A constant stream 
of 
ambulances 
discharged their cargo of wounded at 
hospitals along the road just outside 
the city. 


At 
Pulkova 
where 
the 
soldiers, 
sailors and Red Guard shared 
their 
soup and black bread and discussed 
the victory which had started the in- 
habitants 
of 
the 
small 
village, 
the 
correspondent 
was 
directed 
to staff 
headquarters. 


Extraordinary 
Contrast. 


There w^as an extraordinary 
con- 
trast among 
the occupants 
of 
the 
bare, lamp lighted 
room which 
ap- 
parently had once been the arbor of 
a farm house. 
Seated about a pine 
table were some officers, who, though 
unshaven and battle worn, showned ' 
plain evidences of their 
aristocratic 
training. 
AVith them 
were 
a 
few 
common soldiers, plain sailors from 
the Baltic 
fleet 
and 
one 
workman 
wearing the badge of the Red Guard. 
These shared their common fare with 
the correspondent and explained that 
they were all fighting together against 
kerensky. 


The fact that the ofTicers directing the 
Bolsheviki 
campaign 
were 
aristocrats 
was a surprise in view of the popular 
supposition that the Bolsheviki included 
only the proletraint. 
A staff colonel e.v- 
plained this as follows: 


"You probably are surprised to find 
ofTicers, many of whom fought bravely 
and 
were 
wouiuied in the 
campaigns 
against the iiermans, fighting with the 
Bol.sheviki. 
The truth is, we Avere disap- 
pointed with Kerensky, who first de- 
stroyed di.scipline in the army, and we 
are against Inm above all." 


Bemoan Reduced Pay. 
This attitude was observed plainly at 
regimental staff headquarters, where the 
officers rejoiced over the victory, but be- 
boamed the reported decision of the Max- 
imalist goyernineht to reduce all cifficers 
to t)K same pay as. privates—7 Va rubles 
fi month—and to force them tô wear the 
laine uniforms. 


insisting on equal rights elsewhere than 
on the battlefield. 


That there is efficiency in the direc- 
tion of the Maximalist army could be 
noted by the long motor trains of stores,

Experts Find Bomb Could 
Have Done Very Lit- 
tle Damage. 


Chicago, Nov. 17.—Bomb experts to- 
day established that the contrivance 
set off at the Auditorium theater last 
night during a performance of grand 
opera was not of Itaelf expected to do 
damage, but was evidently 
intended 
to start a panic in which many iives 
would be trampled out.

"would not have killed a fly." accord- 
ing to Chief of Police Schudttler. 


The Instrument was turned over to 
the chief by federal authorities today 
and it was examined by three experts 
on explosives, one of them employed 
by a big powder company antt the 
others members 
of the 
New York 
bomb squad. 
The chief's report was 
based on their testimony. 
The fact 
that It was not an explosive, however, 
has not minimized the seriousness ot 
the outragre.

FOR A BIG BAG OF DUCKS HUNT IN MARSHES 


AND USE A BLIND, SAYS ACKERMAN 


(By Morris Ackerman, Famous Hunter 
and Trapper.) 


Outside of rabbits there probably 
are 
more ducks shot than any other American 
game. 


You get that—"American game?" Really 
wo should say that there are more ducks 
shot in the United States than any other 
kind of game, with the possible exception 
of rabbits. 


Broadly speaking the wild duck is not a 
native of this countn-, as it breeds in the 
vast territory above the northern line of 
the L'nited States and winters south of 
our boundaries. 


It is on the fall migration that wo get 
our best duck shooting, as the* federal law 
prohibits the killing of migratory birds in 


the spring. 
There are several successful 
legal ways of hunting ducks, depending on 
the location and layout of each hunting 
place. 


The best territory, the easiest 
hunted 
and with the largest hags is marsh ground. 
The ma relies offer wild rice and 
other 
vegetation that the ducks want and must 
have to .sustain them on their long trips 
and as it is a natural feeding ground that 
is where you find them. 


This is especiall.v so of the 
mallard, 
black 
duck, 
teal 
and 
other 
non-diving 
ducks. 


In this kind of hunting a blind i.s essen- 
tial. 
That made of grass and rushes or 
weeds, stands about four feet high and 
is built right in the marsh. 
The ducks 
are either called in or decoyed, or both. 


In marsh shooting the weather, while a 


consideration, does not spell half so much 
as is the case of ponds or lakes, where 
there is no food to entice ducks. 


It takes good rough weather to bring in 
the ducks to the little ponds and lakes, 
and in order to have success you must 
be concealed in a blind, or in the weeds, 
along the lee shore. 


In hunting certain varieties of ducks, 
such as ruddies, you can sneak up on them 
in a boat. 
While there is always a chance 
of sneaking up on most any kind of ducks, 
either in marshes or ponds, where you 
punt near the shore and where they are 
coves and bays along the shore line. 


It may be said that duck hunting is not 
for the weak—that 
"the 
rougher 
the 
weather the better the shooting."

HIS is the story of how a great 
city 
was 
for 
years at the 
mercy of short^we!ght huck- 
sters and merchants, and how "Hank" 
Weeke, a practical 
politician 
with 
twenty-five years' experience as a gro- 
cer and meat market proprietor took 
the oath 
of 
office as 
Inspector of 
% Weights 
and Measures, and 
in 
six 
months completely reformed the food- 
cheats who had flourished for twenty 
years. 


Inspector Weeke was out scouting 
a few days ago, observing the actions 
of a certain 
vegetable 
shopkeeper 
about whom 
he 
had 
received com- 
IPlaints. 


An old woman entered the shop with a 
>»aisliet and made 
a 
few 
purchases, 
amon«; them a peck of potatoes. Weeke 
watched the shopkeeper as he filled a 
"level measure" and dumped the vege- 
tables into the market basket for a 
»eck. As the old woman stepped from 
the shop, Inspector Keeke stopped her 
and said: 
"Madam, you just paid for 
a peck of potatoes and the dealer did 
Hot 
give 
you a full 
peck. 
Do you 
want me 
to 
make 
him give you a 
peck?" 


The Old woman hesitated and said 
she had seen the dealer fill the pecU 
measure and believed she had a peek 
in her basket. Inspector Weeke intro- 
duced himself and explained to hei 
that the law required a heaping meas 
ure for a peck. They entered the shoi 
. together and Weeke called the dealer 
He ordered the merchant to 
replaci 
the potatoes in a peck measure lo sec 
if he had delivered 
the right weight. 
The dealer at first demurred, but when 
Weeke identified himself he consented 
reluctantly. 
The measure was filled 
only to the level, and Weeke had the 
potatoes 
weighed. 
They 
tipped the 
scale 
at a fraction more 
than 
12 
pounds. 


"Now heap that measure up until 
you can't add 
another potato," com- 
manded Weeke. The dealer complied, 
and when the heaping measure was 
weighed it registered 15 pounds. 


"Now, madam,"' 
said Weeke as he 
scraped off'the surplus potatoes, "that 
Is the amount that you are entitled to 
which you did net get at first. Do you 
think it is worth asking for?" ' 


The old woman was amazed, and re- 
plied: 
"Yes, sir—that 
is enough to 
^feed six or eight mouths at my home, 
and with potatoes so high it means a 
whole lot to me, I can tell you."' 


Glres Only One Warning. 


"Well, the law in 
St. 
Louis now 
specifies 
that dealers 
must give 60 
pounds of potatoes 
to 
the 
bushel, 
which means 15 pounds to the peck," 
said Weeke, "and when you buy by dry 
measure instead of by weight, you are 
eatltled to a heaping measure as I 
Showed you, in order that you may get 
15 pounds." 


The dealer was chagrined and made 
a bluff at protesting, but before In- - 
Bpector 
Weeke 
left he promised to 
avoid arrest by voluntarily giving all 
his customers a heaping measure of 
potatoes in the future. If he fails to 
keep his promise. Inspector Weeke is 
likely to hear of it and prosecution will 
follow swiftly, because "Hank" does 
not give a dealer more than one warn- 
iAC. 


Tnspector Weeke's middle name is 
Practical, and he realizes that with all 
the reform he has brought about, and 
despite the air-tight law that strangles 
shortweight artists, 
the public 
will 
not 
be 
safe 
from 
fraud 
unless 
•ach purchaser understands that upon 
film rests the responsibility for report- 
ing short weights. 


Laws do not stop fraud and crime 
—they merely empower individuals to 
mulct certain penalties upon offend- 
ers. 
It is the 
duty of every 
house- 
"wlte to inform herself as to what the 
law requires and then she must see 
to it that her huckster and her grocer 
and her butcher live up to the law. 


The proper first step to enforce the 
livr- according to Weeke, is for each 
feonsewlfe to provide herself with ac- 
curate scales, which can be purchased 
tor about 75 cents. 


yfrong Sometimes Unintentional. 
Every article 
of 
food that is pur 
chased should be weighed by a sensible 
housewife, Weeke 
says. 
Not «n the 
theory that her grocer or butcher will 
deliberately cheat her in the weight— 
although this happens only too often— 
but because even the most scrupulous 
merchant will at times make mistakes 
ana turnlaU the wmu« weight when he 
wIU make his charge 
in 
accordance 
with the written memorandum he has. 


If 
a housewife has a good 
set or 
scales she is thoroughly 
prepared to 
obtain her rights in Bt, Louis. 
If her 
merchant short-wrtglit ner, 
she can 
determine it after the goods are deliv- 
ered, and by 
reporting 
the 
facts to 
Weeke 
she can 
have 
the merchant 
checked up or prosecuted, as the cir- 
cumstances warrant. 


vVeeke has eight deputies

entire police department at his call to 
«nforce the laws or investigate com-

The city courts have convict- 
ed in every case presented to them so 
far by-Weeke. 


Weeke agrees with those who advo- 
cate 
the sale 
of 
all 
foodstuffs by 
weight, but being a practical man, he 
realizes that ancient custom has famil- 
iarized 
the 
public 
with 
pecks and 
quarts and bushels, and it woulfi be 
too radical a change to switch at once 
to pounds and ounces. 


The United States Bureau of Stand- 
ards has fixed the weight of every food 
commodity in a bushel, 
and when a- 
housewife 
purchases a peck of Irish 
potatoes she should know "that she is 
entitled to 15 pounds. 
If 
she pur- 
chases a peck of sweet potatoes she is 
entitled to only 14 pounds, because the 
specific gravity of sweet potatoes is not 
so great as that of Irish potatoes. Ap- 
ples, according to the official stand- 
ard, should run 48 pounds to the bush- 
el or 12 pounds to the peck. 


No doubt a great many people who 
have read political criticisms of In- 
spector Weeke in campaign times, will 
have a lingering suspicion that polit- 
ical influence might creep into his of- 
fice and interrupt the smooth course 


crooked bone in his body," said the 
friend. 
"Your men have made a mis- 
take in arresting him, and you ought 
to dismiss the charges as a matter of 
fairness. 
He is a good man, and 
worked for me In several campaigns. 
I'll vouch for him." 


"He may be an honest man," replied 
Weeke, "but he's been keeping com- 
pany with an awful crooked measure. 
Come here and look at it.'" 


Weeke 
led the politician 
who had 
come to "front" for the huckster into 
the testing room and produced the al- 
leged quart measure which his depu- 
ties had confiscated the day before. 


"Do you call that a quart measure? " 
he asked the politician as he handed 
over the measure. 


"Why, certainly," said the politician, 
putting on a bold front. "It might be 
a trifle short, but how can a man tell 
that? He is no expert." 


Weeke did not 
argue 
further. 
He 
placed the short measure under a large 
funnel containing exactly one quart of 
flaxseed and opened the spigot at the 
bottom to let it drain into the confis- 
cated measure. 
"Just watch now," said Weeke, "and 
of justice that he has promised to pro- we will see exactly how close to a 
vide. 


It would not be strange if such a 
suspicion entered the minds of people 
who know of politics and the ways of 
politicians only 
by reading 
more or 
less accurate stories about them in the 
daily press 
or 
magazines. 
Even a 
smart politician may entertain such a 
fancy in the case of Weeke, and 
the 
writer has 
personal 
knowledge that 
one politician 
who 
wr.s 
"close to" 
Hank, as the saying is, did think he 
mijht 
influence Hank 
to protect a 
huckster 
who ran afoul 
of the new 
law. 


This politician-friend came to Hank 
after the huckster had been arrested

quart this measure is." The measure 


upon by a consumer with suspicion. 


Stamping a measure is a good pre- 
caution against false measures, but it 
is not perfect, by any means. 
Tnere 
are many tricks of the trade that un- 
scrupulous dealers resort to by which 
they can turn a stamped measure into 
a false measure. 


One favorite device is the false bot- 
tom. 
A metal measure of regulation 
size is produced at Weeke's office, test- 
ed and stamped O. K. The dealer takes 
it away and puts a wooden disc in the 
bottom that shortens the measure to 
the extent of the cubic contents of the 
disc. Sometimes a metal false base is 
soldered" into the measure, and this is 
harder to detect. 
An honest measure, 
with a false bottom can be heaped up 
high with potatoes, to make the pur- 
chaser think it Is full weight, and in 
reality it will be only three-quarters 
of a peck or bushel. 


Another 
simple device that 
many 


necessary that a housewife have her 
own scales and weigh her purchases 
in order to be sure that she is not be- 
ing cheated out of what she pays for. 
A good scale in the house is a perfect 
protection against any device that may 
be employed by unscrupulous dealers. 


Scale Check the Best. 


Weeke says the meanest mar. in the 
world today, in his opinion, is a dealer 
who will cheat poor people out of the 
food for which they are now compelled 
to pay such high prices. 


"A highwayman or an embezzler is 
entitled to the respect of the communi- 
ty 
alongside a false-weight 
dealer," 
said Weeke. "The false-weight man Is 
preying mainly upon the poorest peo- 
ple In the city. 
He is taking the food 
out of the mouths of women and little 
children in order to make a rew extra 
dollarg.

A woman puts a sign in her window 
calling for 50 pounds of ice. The ice- 
man reads it from the street and de- 
livers a block that may weigh only 40 
or 45 pounds. He carries no scalcs, as 
a rule, and had no means of knowing 
exactly how much the piece weighs. If 
this happens every day throughout the 
summer, the customer will lose several 
hundred pounds of ice in the season. 


Weeke's law provides that every ice 
wagon must be equipped with a stamp- 
ed scale, and every piece of ice that is 
delivered must be weighed and the cus- 
tomer notified of the weight delivered. 
Since the law became effective in Sep- 
tember eighty-five concerns have pur- 
chased ice scales and paid the fee to 
Weeke for stamping them.

P'or example, it may be shown 
that poor conductors can be electrified 
by rubbing; further, that good conduc- 
tors can carry the electricity from an 
clectvified body to one which has not 
been charged 
Avith 
electricity, 
and 
finally 
the power of bodies 
charged 
with the same kind of electricity to re- 
pel each oiticr can be illustrated in 
the following manner: 


Bind a woolen thread (or better still 
an iron or brass wire) over the tin- 
foil ring, and on the end of this hang 
litUe strips of thin paper. 


If 
the interior of the 
chimney Is 
now rubbed, 
the 
silk-covered brush 
being introduced at the opposite side 
to that into 
which it was 
formerly 
placed, the ring of tinfoil is charged 
with electricity, which is conducted by 
the thread or wire to the strips of pa- 
per, which fly apart. 


As in all such experiments, the lose 
of electricity through dampness must 
be avoided. This can be done by thor- 
oughly drying the brush, the silk and 
the chimney at the fire before trying 
the experiment.

CORK AFTER-DINNER DA2iCER. 
A 
PRETTY little after-dinner trick 
is to make little dancing figures 
of bits of cork and tiny pieces of tooth- 
pick. 


The base for them is a small hemi- 
sphere that can be made in a few mo- 
ments by pinching and rolling a piece 
of tinfoil into the required shape. All 
that is ne(^s3ary is to see that It is 
perfectly smooth and perfectly true in 
shape. 


Then crumble pits of cork rousbly 
into the shape of men or women or an- 
imals, pinning 
the 
parts thoroughly 
with slivers from toothpicks. 
With a 
little ingenuity exceedingly ludicrous 
figures can be made. They may be col-

"In bringing the boats from Salon- 
iki," he .said, "wo took out the engines, 
so that the hulls weighed only three 
tons.

mounted, and the second will soon fol- 
low.

The recipe for bean loaf is as 
follows: Two cups cooked and mashed 
lima beans, one cup breadcrumbs, one 
tablespoon of chopped onions, one 
egg, two tablespoonfuls of melted 
vegetables fat or oil, season well with 
pepper and salt and add two table- 
spoonfuls of tomato catsup. Mix and 
shape into a loaf such as a meat loaf 
cook thoroughly.

istrator for Indiana, has served notice 
to the wholesale and retail grocery 
trade that all goods must hereafter 
be sold at a reasonable advance over 
the actual purchase price. HoardinR 
on the part of retailer and consumer 
also will not be permitted. 


Mr. Barnard's notice follows: 
"Notice to the wholesale and retail 


grocery trade: The rules and regula- 
tions governing the handling of food 
by firms licensed under the Food Con 
trol Act provide that all goods must bo 
sold at a' reasonable advance over the 
actual purchase price of the particu- 
lar goods sold within regard to the 
market or replacement value at the 
time of such sale. • In Interpreting this 
rule I shall hold that it applies to 
all foods commonly sold in groceries. 
The purpose of tho rule is obviously to 
keep food stuffs out of the hands of 
speculators and to distribute them at 
a reasonable profit. 


"While retail dealers who do a bus- 


iness of less than a hundred thousand 
dollars a year are not licensed, whole- 
salers are prohibited 
from 
selling 


goods to retailers who do not sell their 
trade on the basis above Indicated. 
Whenever retailors exact 'mofe than a 
fair profit over the purchase price • , 
of the goods they handle, wholesalers 
are instructed to sell them no more 
goods.

Forms on Teeth. 


. Tartar is a deposit of lime-like ma- 


terial from the saliva mixed with food 
particles which forms around the-neck 
of the teeth at the edge of the gum. 


These deposits are invisible at 'first, 


being usually on the inner surfaces of 
the lower front teeth and on the outer 
surfaces of the upper teeth. 


They cause the gums to become 


swollen,- sore and bleeding. Later the 
gums recede, exposing delicate por- 
tions of the teeth to the possibility of 
decay. 
If this tartar is allowed to continue, 


pus pockets form and eventually the 
tooth is lost. 


To avoid tartar, the teeth should be 


cleaned by thoroughly brushing at 
least twice a-day, and a dentist should 
examine the teeth and remove any 
tartar deposits regularly twice- a year

HIS is the story of how a great 


city was for years at the 
mercy of short-weight huck- 


ters and merchants, and how "Hack" 
Weeke, a practical 
politician with

Weeke 
watched the shopkeeper as he filled a 
"l&vel measure" and dumped the vege- 
tables into the market basket for a 
seck^ As the old woman stepped from 
the shop, Inspector Keeke stopped her 
and said: "Madam, you just paid for 
a peck of potatoes and the dealar did 
Bot give you a full peck. Do you 
want me to make him give you a 
peck?" 


The old woman hesitated and said 


. *he had seen the dealer fill the peck 
\Beasure and believed she had a peck 
In her basket. Inspector Weeke intro- 
duced himself and' explained to lisi 
that the law required a heaping meas- 
ure for a peck. They entered the sboi 
together and Weeke called the dealer 
He ordered the merchant to replace 
the potatoes in a peck measure to seo 
if he had delivered the right weight. 
The dealer at first demurred, but when 
Weeke identified himself he consented 
reluctantly. The measure was filled 
only to the level, and Weeke had the 
potatoes weighed. They tipped the 
scale .' at a fraction more than 12 
pounds.
